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Our aim is to enhance the development of the children 
placed in our care. Sessions are run by our friendly and expe- 
rienced staff, Heather and Jenny. 

Our Playtots session for children 18 months - 2% years 
and their parents/carers offers an ideal introduction to Play- 
group.
